Lord Liverpool will with difficulty believe how much 
the Qaeen was surprised dt this first act of drael.tyranny towards 
hers since she had been informed through the Newspapers of 
the 22d of Febroary, that in the conrse of. the debates in the 
House of Commons, Lord Castlereagh, one of his best friends, 
assured the Queen's Attorney-General, thar thé King’s servants 
would not tae towards the Queen aly iidttention or harshness, 
And after that speech of Lord Castlereigh, the Queen is sare 
priced to find her name lefi ont of the Liturgy, as if xhe no longer 
existed iwthis world.
